The measuring-stick was provided 
when the minister said that 60 per cent 
of the Dominion’s industrial output during 
the war years consisted of war machinery 
and materials. It does not seem probable 
that any other country—-except Britain— 
turned a heavier proportion of its indus- 
trial facilities into war work 

The factories of course did not do all 
the producing for war needs. The farms 
also made records. But that equally 
splendid chapter in the nation’s war effort 
is relatively well known —and must be 
separately told. 

The up-shot is that manufacturing is 
now the biggest factor in Canadian 
economy. It has the means to produce 
more wealth than agriculture or any other 
branch of productive enterprise. It built 
up this capacity under pressure of war 
demand—and because there was this de- 
mand for all the supplies it could turn out. 
But for this practically unlimited “markct’ 
the facilities to produce on so gigantic a 
scale would not now be in existence. 

The conclusion is pretty plain. If there 
is to be full employment and a high 
standard of living in Canada, we shall 
have to find buyers for as much as pos- 
sible of the things the manuiacturers are 
now able to produce. 

The war demand has faded out. There 
is an enormous delayed civilian demand at 
home that will go far to keep the wheels 
turn for certain classes of goods. But 
the national policy will have to be framed 
with a view to putting Canadian manu- 
factured goods in markets they have not 
before entered, and to building up an 
export trade such as we have never known. 

How else can we keep the war-employed 
60 per cent of our manufacturing power 
in full production?

_ Fugitive Gets Pardon 


Man Whose Story of Georgia Chain Gangs Rocked 
United States Finds Life Drama Has Happy Ending 
By J. S. C. in Vancouver Province 


Readers and movie fans of a 


decade or more ago who read the 
best-seller, “I Am a Fugitive From 
a Georgia Chain Gang,” or remem- 
ber Paul Muni in the movie version 
of the book, will be interested in 
the final chapter, just recorded. 
The “fugitive,” Robert Elliott Burns, 
is a fugitive no longer. The slate 
has been wiped clean in a story 
of real life athrob with action and 
touched by some of the best and 
some of the worst elements in 
|human nature 


| Discharged from the U.S. army at 


| the end of World War I and desti- 
| tute, Burns was tramping through 
| Atlanta, Georgia, in search of work 
when (according to the story 
which he always maintained) he 
was offered a meal by a couple of 
friendly strangers. After the wel- 
come meal, the twain confided in 
him that they proposed to “hold 
up” a grocer in town. When Burns 
demurred, they threatened him 
| with a gun unless he joined the en- 
| terprise. 
| It wasn't a profitable holdup. The 
| trio got only $5.85. But Georgia is in 
| the “Bible belt” and the authorities 
deal rigorously with strangers 
| caught in crime. Burns got a sen- 
tence of from six to ten years with 
the chain gang; the two others re- 
ceived even longer sentences. That 
was in 1922, when Burns was only 
|# years of age.

| SIX MONTHS with the chain 
| gang and Burns took advantage of 
{a chance at escape. He found his 
way to Chicago and got work. He 
tried his hand at writing, with such 
| Success that in seven years’ time he 
jbecame a magazine editor at a

In the meantime he had mar- 
ried—somewhat unhappily. A di 
vorce was under way when the dis 
| carded wife saw her opportunity for 
'revenge. She betrayed him to the 
Georgia authorities. » 
Unsuccessful attempts to

|The Georgia people—so he claimed 
|}—represented to him that “the 
honor of the state” required that he 
jreturn, and promised him if he 
} would return voluntarily, a pardon 
would be granted. So Burns re- 
turned voluntarily—only to discover 
he had been double-crossed again 
For 14 months he slaved with the 
chain gang, rising to be a trusty 
and a water boy. This opened up 
another chance for escape. This 
time he reached New York, where 
he settled down to write his book 
exposing the barbarities of the 
Georgia prison system. The second
